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Yesterday  the  current  term  of  the  Hellmuth  College  was  brought  to  a close  by  the 
distribution  of  prizes  and  a very  agreeable  concert.  A little  after  3 o’clock  the  guests 
commenced  arriving,  and  long  before  four  the  grounds  were  gay  with  a most  fashionable 
assemblage,  who  were  attracted  by  the  closing  exercises.  Shortly  after  four  the  concert 
commenced,  and  the  large  drawing  room  was  crowded  by  an  elegant  audience,  and  the 
corridors  contained  numbers  of  those  who  could  not  find  room. 

The  examinations  this  term  were  conducted  on  the  Cambridge  plan  by  Bishop 
Hellmuth,  Dean  Boomer,  Archdeacon  Sweatman  and  Professor  Halpin,  who  testify  to 
the  very  satisfactory  papers  contributed  by  the  young  ladies — and  they  ranged  over  30 
subjects.  Heretofore  the  examinations  were  conducted  by  the  staff,  and  this  departure 
is  decidedly  a move  in  the  right  direction. 

This  year  special  prizes  were  given  for  needle-work,  it  being  required  that  the  com- 
petitors should  cut  out  and  hand-sew  a set  of  under-clothes  ; and  the  exquisite  needle- 
work reflects  the  highest  credit  upon  the  young  ladies  and  their  teachers,  and  this  and 
the  Domestic  Economy  Department,  where  the  pupils  are  given  practical  lessons  in 
cooking,  are  admirable.  It  is  not  enough  that  a girl  should  be  ornamental,  she  should 
be  also  useful.
